1. IN OUR VIEW, IT IS IMPORTANT TO OUR NATIONAL INTERESTS 
IN PORTUGAL THAT WE BE AUTHORIZED TO INFORM THE JUNTA

OUR DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH PORTUGAL CONTINUE AND THAT

NECESSARY. IF WE DELAY UNTIL SOME INDEFINITE POINT IN 
THE FUTURE, WHEN THE SITUATION CAN BE CERTIFIED AS HAVING 
BEEN NORMALIZED AND STABILIZED, WE MAY GIVE THE JUNTA 
THE IMPRESSION THAT WE WERE RELUCTANT TO DEAL WITH THEM. 
WE FEEL THAT IT IS IMPORTANT THAT THE JUNTA AND THE 
OUTSIDE WORLD BE GIVEN THE CONTRARY IMPRESSION THAT 
WE WELCOME THE CHANGE WHICH HAS OPENED TOTALLY NEW 
PERSPECTIVES ON THE PORTUGUESE AFRICAN PROBLEM AND 
PLACED METROPOLITAN PORTUGAL ON THE ROAD TO GENUINE 
DEMOCRACY. A JUNTA WHOSE ADVENT TO POWER GAINED PROMPT
